felony, and upon conviction of either of the last-named offenses
he shall be fined not exceeding $2,000 or be imprisoned not exceeding
five years, or both; or if any person who is or has been an enumer-
ator shall knowingly or willfully furnish or cause to be furnished,
directly or indirectly, to the Director of the Census or to any super-
visor or other employee of the census any false statement or false
information with reference to any inquiry for which he was author-
ized and required to collect information, he shall be guilty of a
felony, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not exceeding $2,000
or be imprisoned not exceeding five years, or both.

Skc. 9. That it shall be the duty of all persons over eighteen years
of age when requested by the Director of the Census, or by any super-
visor, enumerator, or special agent, or other employee of the Census
Office, acting under the instructions of the said director, to answer
correctly, to the best of their knowledge, all questions on the census
schedules applying to themselves and to the families to which they
belong or are related, and to the farm or farms of which they or their
families are the occupants; and any person over eighteen years of age
" who, under the conditions hereinbefore stated, shall refuse or will-
fully neglect to answer any of these questions, shall be guilty of a
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not exceed-
ing $100 or be imprisoned not exceeding sixty days, or both, and any
such person who shall willfully give answers that are false shall be
fined not exceeding $500 or be imprisoned not exceeding one year,
or both.

And it is hereby made unlawful for any individual, committee, or
other organization of any kind whatsoever, to offer or render to any
supervisor, supervisor’s clerk, enumerator, interpreter, special agent,
or other officer or employee of the Census Office engaged in making
an enumeration of population, either directly or indirectly, any sug-
gestion, advice, or assistance of any kind, with the intent or purpose
of causing an inaccurate enumeration of population to be made, either
as to the number of persons resident in any district or community,
or in any other respect; and any individual, or any officer or member
of any committee or other organization of any kind whatsoever, who
directly or indirectly offers or renders any such suggestion, advice,
information, or assistance, with such unlawful intent or purpose,
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall
be fined not exceeding $1,000, or be imprisoned for not exceeding one
year, or both. .

And it shall be the duty of every owner, proprietor, manager,
superintendent, or agent of a hotel, apartment house, boarding or
lodging house, tenement, or other building, when requested by the
Director of the Census, or by any supervisor, enumerator, special
agent, or other employee of the Census Office, acting under the
instructions of the said director, to furnigh the names of the occu-

pants of said hotel, apartment house, boarding or lodging house,
tenement, or other building, and to give thereto free ingress and
egress therefrom to any duly accredited representative of the Census
Office, so as to permit the collection of statistics for census purposes,
including the proper and correct enumeration of all persons having
their usual place of abode in said hotel, apartment house, boarding
or lodging house, tenement, or other building; and any owner, pro-
rietor, manager, superintendent, or agent of a hotel, apartment
Eouse, boarding or lodging house, tenement, or other building who
shall refuse or willfully neglect to give such information or assistance
under the conditions hereinbefore stated shall be guilty of a misde-
gleanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not exceeding
500.

Skc. 10. That it shall be the duty of every owner, official, agent,
person in charge, or assistant to the person in charge, of any com-
pany, business, institution, establishment, religious body, or organi-
zation of any nature whatsoever, to answer completely and correctly
to the best of his knowledge all questions relating to his respective
company, business, institution, establishment, religious body, or other
organization, or to records or statistics in his official custody, con-
tained on any census schedule prepared by the Director of the Census
under the authority of this Act, or of the Act to provide for a per-
manent Census Oftice, approved March 6, 1902, or of Acts amend-
atory thereof or supplemental thereto; and any person violating the
provisions of this section by refusing or willfully neglecting to
answer any of said questions, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and
upon conviction thereof shall be fined not exceeding $500, or impris-
oned for a period not exceeding sixty days, or both so fined and
imprisoned, and any person violating the provisions of this section by
willfully giving answers that are false shall be fined not exceeding
$10,000 or imprisoned for a period not exceeding one year, or both.

Skc. 11. That the information furnished under the provisions of
this Act shall be used only for the statistical purposes for which
it is supplied. No publication shall be made by the Census Office
whereby the data furnished by any particular establishment or indi-
vidual can be identified, nor shall the Director of the Census permit
anyone other than the sworn employees of the Census Office to
examine the individual reports.

Sec. 12. That all fines and penalties imposed by this Act may be
enforced by indictment or information in any court of competent
jurisdiction.

Sec. 13. That the Director of the Census is hereby authorized
to make requisition upon the Public Printer for such printing as may
be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act, to wit: Blanks,
schedules, circulars, pamphlets, envelopes, work sheets, and other
items of miscellaneous printing; that he is further authorized to
have printed by the Public Printer, in such editions as the director
may deem necessary, preliminary and other census bulletins, and final
reports of the results of the several investigations authorized by this
Act or by the Act to establish a permanent Census Office and Acts
amendatory thereof or supplemental thereto and to publish and
distribute said bulletins and reports.

Skc. 14. That all mail matter, of whatever class or weight, relating
to the census and addressed to the Census Office, or to any official
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thereof, and indorsed “ Official business, Census Office,” shall be trans- ‘ '

mitted free of postage, and by registered mail if necessary, and so
marked : Provided, That if any person shall make use of such indorse-
ment to avoid the payment of postage or registry fee on his or her
private letter, package, or other matter in the mail, the person so
offending shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and subject to a fine of
$300, to be prosecuted in any court of compgtent jurisdiction.

Skc. 15. That the Secretary of Commercg, whenever he may deem
it advisable, on request of the Director /0f the Census, is hereby
authorized to call upon any other departnfent or office of the Govern-
ment for information pertinent to the york herein provided for.

Sec. 16. That there shall be in the year 1935, and once every ten
years thereafter, a census of agricultpire and livestock, which shall
show the acreage of farm land, the Acreage of the principal crops,
and the number and value of domgstic animals on the farms and
ranges of the country. The schedu)e employed in this census shall be
prepared by the Director of the C¢nsus.  Such census shall be taken
as of the 1st day of January and/shall relate to the crop year.. The
Director of the Census may appojnt enumerators or special agents for
the purpose of this census in afcordance with the provisions of the
permanent census Act.

Sec. 17. That the Directorf/ of the Census be, and he is hereby,
authorized and directed to coflect and publish, for every second year
after 1927, statistics of manufacturing industries; and the director
is hereby authorized to prepgre such schedules as in his judgment may
be necessar}i;

Sec. 18. That the Diregtor of the Census be, and he is hereby,
authorized at his discretiof, upon the written request of the governor
of any State or Territory or of a court of record, to furnish such
governor or court of regord with certified copies of so much of the
population or agricultyral returns as may be requested, upon the

ayment of the actual fost of making such copies and $1 additional
or certification; and /that the Director of the Census is further
authorized, in his discpetion, to furnish to individuals such data from
the population schedyles as may be desired for genealogical or other
proper purposes, upgn payment of the actual cost of searching the
records and $1 for gupplying a certificate; and that the Director of
the Census is authgrized to furnish transcripts of tables and other
records and to prepare special statistical compilations for State or
local officials, private concerns, or individuals upon the payment of
the actual cost of sich work: Provided, however, That in no case shall
information furnjshed under the authority of this Act be used to
the detriment off/the person or persons to whom such information
relates. All mojieys hereafter received by the Bureau of the Census
in payment for Jabor and materials used 1n furnishing transcripts of
census records pr special statistical compilations from such records
shall be deposited to the credit of the appropriation for collecting
statistics.

Sec. 19. That the Director of the Census may authorize the ex-
penditure of necessary sums for the actual and necessary traveling
expenses of the officers and employees of the Census Office, including
an allowance in lieu of subsistence not exceeding $6 per day during
their necessary absence from the Census Office, or, instead of such an
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allowance, their actual subsistence expenses, to exceed $7 per day:
Provided, That employees of the bureau lay be paid in lieu of all
transportation expenses not to exceed Z/Cents per mile for the use of
their own automobiles or not to excetd 3 cents per mile for the use
of their own motor cycles when uSed for necessary travel on official
business.
Sec. 20. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act
during the fifteenth decepafial census period, there is authorized to be
i money in the Treasury not otherwise appro-

Sec. 22, (a) On the first day, or within one week thereafter, of the
second regular session of the Seventy-first Congress and of each fifth
Congress thereafter, the President shall transmit to the Congress a
statement showing the whole number of persons in each State, exclud-
ing Indians not taxed, as ascertained under the fifteenth and
each subsequent decennial census of the population, and the number of
tatives to which each State would be entitled under an
ent of the then existing number of Representatives made
in each of the following manners:

Member;

(b) If| the Congress to which the statement required by sub-
division (a) of this section is transmitted, fails to enact a law appor-
tioning Representatives among the several States, then each State
shall be entitled, in the second succeeding Congress and in each Con-
gress thereafter until the taking effect of a reapportionment under this
Act or subsequent statute, to the number of Representatives shown in

" the statement based upon the method used in the last preceding
apportionment. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the last House
of Representatives forthwith to send to the executive of each State a
certificate| of the number of Representatives to which such State is
entitled under this section. In case of a vacancy in the office of
Clerk, or| of his absence or inability to discharge this duty, then
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such duty shall devolve upon the officer who, under section 32 or 33
of the Revised Statutes, is charged with the preparation of the roll
of Representatives-elect.
